7. Park’s report

e General report, new basketball rims have been installed, the graffiti has been
removed from the shelter, creek wall work is resuming, summer help has been
hired, the lower diamond was sprayed for weeds.

e Disc golf box— the box to allow access to discs were installed after a previous
request.

e Lake Leota Dam repair — (place holder)—The award letter for the DNR has been
approved and construction will begin around July 15,

e Creek walls & 2" duck house (place holder)—Work has begun. There is enough
stone to also replace the last gabion basket but would require additional labor,
Renly will be talking to other committees to seek approval.

e Warming house stairs—The stairs are structurally unsound and will need to go to
both Historic Preservation and the State Historic Society review. The stairs are
not attached to the building so they could be removed and stored once required
approvals have been received.

even though three companies had shown an interest. The consultants have
reached out to the potential bidders. The issue appears to be with the timelines
and getting the necessary parts. MSA will rework the timeline and will re-release
the bids on May 20™ with a due date two weeks following.

e Adopt-A-Park program (place holder)—Still looking for a source for signs.

10. Other

e Leah Hurtley has been working with Google docs for online City League Baseball
and Adopt a Park registration. The system she developed has been working well
and saved her a lot of work. Paper forms are still available for those who don’t
have online access. About 160 kids have signed up for baseball. Season begins on
June 20™ and t-ball will likely be at Countryside Park again this year.
